WASHINGTON, Jaly 26th.— The House 


to-day took up oud considered the 
bill to establish n United Btates Laud 
Coart and to provide for judicial in- 
vestigation of the settlement of pri- 
vate " land claims iu the Territories 
of Arizona and Nesv Mexico and the 
State of Colorado. 
It eatabliahes a 


United States Laud Court, tj consist 
of a Chief Justice and two Associate 
Justices, to be uppointed by the Presi- 
dent by ftnd with the advice and consent 
ol the Senate. 


Smith, of Arizona, offered an Amend- 


ment exempting Arizona from the pro- 
visions of the bill, contending that it 
would prove to bo a. great hardship to 
bona fide settlers in that Territory.

That meant that $222,000 
worth of paper had cams into the 
country from Norway and elsewhere iu 
excess of what had came in under u higher 
tariff. Jn Norway the pay of woman iu 
the paper-mills is 15 cents per day and 
that o! men 25. Under free trade we 
would have to compete with the Norway 
cheap labor.

THE BACK TRACK. 


It will ba best to deaoribo thu road to 


the Fan- >;rounds nnd the distance there- 
to from tho railroad depot before refer- 
ring to tha work doub on the ground, as 
very much has been written and said 
concerning the location and the incon- 
venience that must accrue to visitors in 
consequence of the change made by the 
Directors. .From the Depot Hotel yon 
go one block north, then east a quarter 
of a vmie to the fine 80-foot road half \ 
mile long to tha Fair grounds. 
The 


road is the ftues'c in Nevada, will have a 
plauk side walk and bo kept watered all 
through the Summer season. 


The grounds are supervised by Mr. 


Alvaro Evans, aud ia this work he is as- 
sisted by Mr. Fitzgerald and other mem- 
bers of the Financial Committee. 
The 


grand stand, which is fast Hearing com- 
pletion, i . bjilt on a rook foundation, 
and is s--> nolid as regards timber and 
fastenings that a cyclone conld not move 
it. 
It la 150 feet long by 20 broad, nud 


the seats will be HO arranged that there 
will be sitting room for 1,200 people 
without crowding. 


A grand feature on the new grounds 


is building the judges' stand immediate- 
ly in froat of the grand stand, by which 
means the viow of the entire track is left 
open to spectators. 


There are 200 stalls, covering a space 


of a quarter of a mile, and all of them 
are so nrrauged that both animals and 
attendants can sleep comfortably, 


Tho right of water from Bradley & 


Bassell's ditch was secured by the Di- 
rectors in the purchase of the property 
and such arrangements have been made 
that r.ot only can the track and the road 
from the town be watered, but in case of 
fire either in the grand stand or the 
stalls, a stream can be poured on them 
inataater; iu fact the new Fair grounds 
are so superior to the old one in point 
of location, value of land and every- 
thing that goes to do honor to a State 
that a comparison is simply ridiculous, 


The properly cost $15,000 and caa ba 


sold for $20,000 to-day, and when all 
the contemplated improvements are 
made it will be a picnic us well ns a 
Fair ground and an honor to the State 
of Nevada.

K. L. Fultou contributes the follow- 


ing to N. A. Huminol's "General His 
tory and Resources of Wasboe County, 
Nevada," which contains some good rea- 
sons why Beno U a town of homes: 


Love of home is a strong attribute of 


tau human mind, and it is a mean man 
who will not put his best foot forward 
when discussing his own county. 
The 


writer wa» recently questioned by 
party of boom-seekers about Reuo 
a place to live, and promptly said " 
is the best place in the world." A bright 
looking man suggested, "You mean the 
best in Nevada," but was answered, 
"No; I mean ths best iu the world," 
and being put upon hie mettle, tho next 
thing was to prove it. 
As all error con- 


tains a grain of trnth, there is' much 
reason even in thin extreme statement. 
Beno, in common witli the rest of N»- 
vada, has no floods, no tornadoes aud 
co epidemics. 
Its high altitude and 


dry air secure it from ths possibility of 
thosa dreadfal scourges that period- 
ically paralyze so • many less favored 
lands. 
No portion of America has suf- 


fered less from earthquakes, while ma- 
laria, bydrophubia and sunstroke are 
unknown. Although every one remarks 
the absence of the beautiful torestj aud 
bright verdure with which a heavier 
rainfall clothes nature east of the mount- 
ains, yet Washoe provides as well for 
the limited number who live on her re- 
sources as any land beneath the sun. 
If people here practiced a tithe of the 
economy of China, wher« they farm the 
land with a spoon; or of France, where 
they farm it with a spade; or even of 
the Eastern Stales, everybody would be 
rich. 
But our farmers would rather 


live rich than die rich, although many 
of them do both: so they indulge their 
travel and dress, church or theater, 
while many play billiards and smoke 
cigars; and they OIJBL afford to do so, 
when they get two hundred dollar land 
for forty. So long as the uiarketH are as 
they ore now, the fartnwife can keep 
help, the farmer oaa hire even hid buggy 
team hitched up, and th«y can be the 
lady and gentleman of the ranch, in- 
stead of the plodding farmer and his 
wife as seen iu older countries 


But the pressure of population is 


forcing people in upon us, and tUo liuid- 
owuer who has not the energy or pru- 
dence to use ths resources nt his hand 
will be displaced goon, and the method 
of the pioneer will give way to the closer 
calculations of the scientific agric.ultnr- 
ist and arborist. Those who cannot see 
tiuy undeveloped resources in this coun- 
ty must indeed be blind. The most 
careless observer who bus visited 'both 
places must kuosv that, oompured with 
tho Los Angelas country, Waihoe conu- 
ty has ten times as much ivuter and fiv« 
tiaios as much good laud. 
It is no (tir- 


thur from Keuo to Lho brown hiils oust 
thitn it is frocu Los Augoles to the Sierra 
Mtidre, and this vullpy is ouly a fraction 
of the Inncl within reaoh of the Trno'kee's 
waters. The vallayn to the north iiud 
oast of Keno would support as mauy 
people ae WuMhaa conuty now has, if 
irrigated aud farmed, and we ean afford 
to txobanga the oranges of Los Angeles 
for the firm and luscious apples of the 
eastern foothills, the fig for the Washoe 
potato, the best iu the world, her murky 
foga for our sunny skies, and her nega- 
tive oalms for the healthful breath of 
tbo pine and the fir. 
li is the simple truth that only a 


fraction of Wasboe county's resources 
have been brought iuto service. 
She 


has beyond all question inauy valuable 
mines, but they are in tho prospecting 
stage still. Vast deposits of iron lie 
within sight of Beno. 
Putter'a clay 


makes mountains in several cornets of 
tha county. Limestone, salt, gypsnru, 
sulphur and other common minerals are 
to be found iu addition to gold, silver 
and copper. 
Great forests of pine and 


fir still abound, although equally greiit 
ones have been cut off and made into 
lumber and mining timbers. The enor- 
mous water power of the Truckee rivor, 
which crosses the county, has hardly 
been measured, much less used. 
It 


falls from ton to forty, and even sixty, 
feet par mile, aud in many places can 
bo carried up so as to give a head of 
fourteen or fifteen feet by 1,000 feet of 
canal, thus furnishing a water power of 
from 100 to 200 horse power at a trifling 
expense, 
That its banks will some day 


be lined with quartz mills, woolen fao- 
toiies, wood-working machines, paper 
mills, and similar enterprises, gous with- 
out saying. 


But the surest source of wealth has 


not been mentioned. 
The capacity of 


Ihe mountains surrounding our finu val- 
leys for artificial lakes, is enormous, 
and while the wasteful use of water will 
be succeeded by an economy which will 
spread the present supply over double 
the surface now irrigated, it will ba 
supplemented by an 
equally 
lat'gu 


amount when all the reservoir sites are 
used. Dozens of dittu-i, of various sizss, 
can be constructed at reasonable coat, 
and then Ihe Spring floods which now 
tear their way down tlie mountain sides 
and through the valleys will be stored 
up to be drawn upon in July and August 
when they are needed. These additions 
to the meadows and grain fields already 
cultivated will influence tue climate and 
increase the natural moisture sufficiently 
to make grain growing profitable with- 
out artificial irrigation. This is possible 
now in many favorable spots, and ia 
quite common in the large country lying 
between the overland railroad and the 
Oregon line, and it will be universal on 
land lying within twenty miles of the 
Sisrra Novacias within a scare of years. 
With Summer fallowing and Fall sow- 
ing Washoo county luuds are surer ot a 
crop than Colnsa county, or tba west 
side of the San Joaqnin. 
Tha markets 


will nlways be the highest in tha coun- 
try, becauss wheat cannot'be shipped 
in without n big freight rate, nnJ the 
domestic market cannot bo over.itockod. 
Hoi#e mills grind up all the native 
wh^at, besides shipping in from Califor- 
nia constantly, so there ia no dangir 
from overproduction. 


Neither are the brown hills and dry 


pla'ns of Washoe county without their 
value. 
Even while waiting for a bstter 


water supply they furnish subsistence 
for thousands of cattlo and hundreds of 
thousands u£ sheep, which by the ease 
with which they are maintained, and 
the trifling cost of marketing them, 
rapidly enrich their owners. 
It Is as a 


place of residence, however, that Washoe 


county towns, particularly Beno, appea 
to those seeking a change. No place in 
ths world has more sunshine or can 
record a greater number of clear days 
every year. 
The Winters are as lovely 


aw the Summers, not in the sense that 
there is no frost, but iu the absolute 
freedom from intense cold; and Blushy 
storms of sleet or huil. December and 
January are as bright as August, and 
are usunliy free from snow. The nights 
are cold, and the L'ost sparkles crisp 
and lively in the mornings, but withal, 
the mornings are beautiful, and a buggy 
ride or a walk is always enjoyable. 
As 


a sanitarium it ia doubtful'if it can he 
excelled. 
Mineral springs, Well-fitted 


op for steam or hot water baths are 
found in several parts of the county, 
and the air is u specific for asthma. No 
case of ague or consumption was ever 
known to originate here, and tho health 
of the inhabitants is the bc-st proof of 
the excellence ot the oHmute. 
As a 


mirth-loving lady cue day remarked: 
" It is so healthy here that it is posi- 
tiyely vulgar." 


In the matter of markets for table 


fruits and vegetables. Western Nevada 
is as much ahetid of the world as it is in 
climate. 
The 
berries, 
nprioots aud 


peaches of New Castle and Sacramento 
are loaded ou the cars at eight or nine 
at night, and delivered at Beno at day- 
light next morning, Their first crop is 
soon c;onp, nnd then the Washoe county 
crops in, with plenty for home use, but 
DOCB for Califorui.vor the East, so that 
for nearly the whole Summer the people 
of Wnshoe enjuy luxuries which are 
only hiul at short seasons elsewhere. 
In the substantiate no county has such 
quantity and quality at anything like 
the price. Witshoe apples, potatoes and 
wheat took prizes i;t New Orleans from 
the wluila euilh.
